Secret SerTice Money, 


The term "secret service money" Is 


usually applied to a fund placed at the 
disposal of ministers to bo expended 
at their discretion in promoting or pro- 
tecting the interests of this country, 
These moneys consist of a sum of £35,- 
000 annually included in the estimates, 
in respect of which ministers are only 
required to make a declaration that 
the monoys spent have been expended 
"in accordance with the intentions of 
parliament." 


As ministers are required to give no 


account of their stewardship, it is ob- 
vious we have no means of knowing 
how these moneys arc expended. The 
reader, however, who carries his mind 
back to episodes within his knowledge, 
such as the collapse of the Fenian con- 
spirators or of their later develop- 
ment, the "Irish Invir.ciblos," will have 
little difficulty in realizing how indis- 
pensable a fund of this kind is to the 
protection of a state and of under- 
standing the infinite variety of uses to 
which it may be applied.—Chambers' 
Journal.

A Brazen and Well Planned Scheme

There is a steady increase of 
effort to centralize business in all of 
its departments. Ia each department 
that ia independent of other depart- 
ments in industrial work tbere is effort 
(o concentrate and centralize. Aud, 
fartbermore, the tendency of the age is 
not ouly to centralize effort in the in- 
dustrial departments, but the effort to 
oentraliza is largely developed by the 
governments of ths u-Uion?, which is 
declared through the effoits of tbe 
leading powers in the l&it deoarle to 
extend their Authority over weak na 
tions and outiyi.i.; rf.rttev.

by the great powers did not have its 
origin in tha govoruinauU of tlie na- 
tions. Toe work of centralization WAS 
an invention of labor us a result of its 
efforts to provide labor-saving ma- 
ahines and appliance?. 


The idea of centralized pouer from 


the success made by the genius ot 
labor in time began to be applied to 
business, and from its success in busi- 
ness 
undertakings, 
the 
infection 


reaohel the money power, that de- 
veloped from experienco in its applica- 
tion to flnance, a passion for greater 
gain by an extended use of centralized 
power to money interests, bat before 
the application could be made 
to 


money interests the governments bad 
to be consulted and enlisted in the 
enterprise, and when the governments 
had consentel, the work of subluing 
mankind in the interest of the money 
power was begun. But in order to 
make a success of the business silver 
bad to be stricken down as a money 
metal, and before silver could ba re- 
moved the United States government 
had to be consulted, and in 1873 the 
necessary work agreed on was carried 
through Congress by fraud. The plan 
to cut down silver in the Unite! States 
in the interest of tha money power was 
entered"upoa by the Republican party 
and has been from the time of demon- 
etization carried 
forward 
by that 


party, in the interest of the money 
trusts and against the best interests of 
the people. 


When silver and the re»l interests 


of labor were attacked and received a 
thrust from the hand of an assassin in 
the bouse of its friends that was in- 
Unded to ba fatal, the far-reaching 
plan of the money power to enslnvethp 
the earth was not developed. To pro- 
cure centralization of money interests 
silver bad to be degraded in the United 
States to a iubsidUry use in tha ic- 
tarests of the money trust. 


The extension of trade is giren to the 


world as an excuse by the nations for 
their work to procure centralization. 
If the excuse had the form of a faot 
there would be no barm to the race or 
to mankind. Out it is not a fact; it is 
an excuse for an unwanauted exercise

directs the nations.

The in- 
teretts of trade is the excuse given by 
the nations for their aggressive work 
upon the weak, and the interests of 
trade is furnished to order by the 
money trust as an excuse for its work 
in demonetizing silver.
